Tae fashion of giving only parts of a performance seems to in- 
crease, though Bellini’s Opera of Norma has b2en represented 
but twice on the English stage, it was last night cut down half, 
only the two first acts being given, which is exactly the first act 
of the Italian Opera. The Balletof Lz Sylphide, was then per- & 
formed, and the first act of Fidelio concluded the evening’s en- 
tertainments. Madame Schroeder had been announced for Amina & 
in La Sonnambula for Monday night, but we hear to-day that the 
Theatre is to be closed all next week. 

HAY-MARKET THEATRE. 

THERE were four pieces performed at thisTheatre last night, all 
good in their kind and exceedingly well acted, therefore the most J 
insatiate dramatic gourmand mast have had enongh for his money. 
The performance commenced with Sheridan’s charmingComedy of 
The Rivals, after which 47y Young Wife and My Old Umbrella, 
My Wife's Mothar,and The YouthfulQueen. The first novelty to 
be produced here is a Drama by Mrs C. Gore, entitled A Tale of a 
Tub. Little Buckstone has a Comedy accepted here, which will 
be put in rebegrsal immediately ; the author-actor makes his 
first appearance for the season in his own Married Life, on & 
Tuesday the I 1th instant. 

This morning, soon after twelve o’clock, the firework tower in 
Vauxhall Gardens was discovered to be on fire, and we regret to § 
state that ina few minutes the bzautiful piece of scenery which 
has created so much admiration in the publicduring the present 
season as the *‘ Arc de |’Etoile,”’ was one body of fire. At ihe 
top of the firework gallery was an immense tank, which is said 
to contain 8000 gallons of water, which fell with a tremendous 
crash, but strange to say produced not the slightest effect on the 
flames. Indeed such Was the force of the flames, that 15 fine 
tre*s in the vicinity of the tower were burnt, and twice as many 
injured. As soon as a supply of water could be obtained, which 
was not till some time after the arrival of the engines, the fire 
was got under, and by three O'clock all danger ceased. 

OnT hursday, in theCourt of CommonPleas, MrDePinna brought 
an action against Capt. Polhill for a breach of contract, relative 
to the copyright of an Opera, entitled TheRose of the Alhambra ; 
or, the Enchanted Lute. Mr. Thessiger, for the plaintiff, stated 
that the action was to recover the sum of 300 guineas, being the 
agreed price for the purchase of the Opera, which had been 
composed by the plaintiff in 1832-3, at which time defendant 
being lessee of Drury Lane Theatre, wished to prodace the 
Opera there, but the plaintiff objected, and it remained in & 
bis hands until March 1836, when defendant, who had ceased to & 
be lessee of Drury Lane, applied to Mr. De Pinos on the subject 
of the Opera, and on the 25th of March an agreement was signed

3] consecutive nights, plaintiff should be entitled to another sum of : 
300 guineas. A short time afterwards, The Rose of the Alham- 
bra was brought out at Covent Garden, where it was played only 
Ba two nights, but it was subsequently performed at the Lyceum 
a for 19 consecutive mghts. The learned counsel said he had at- 
tended one of the representations of the Opera, and was much 
pleased with the music, but there was no question at issue with 
f regard to the merit of the composition, the on!y question was 
| whether or not defendant agreed to become the purchaser of the 
copyright. The agreement was then put in, and the brother of 
the plaintiff proved the signing of it. aud the delivery of the 
Opera to thedefendant. The counsel for the defendant could 
not deny the agreement, but said it was an unjustifiable action 
to bring against a man who had endeavoured so much to serve 
the plaintiff in bringing an Opera before the public, which had 
been utterly profitless and unattractive. The learned Judge, in 
m summing up, Said that it was evident the agreement had been 
m sigced, and though the defendaot had made an improvident bar- 
gain, the plaintiff was entitled to a verdict, and the only point 
for the jury to decide was the amount of damages. The jury re- 
turned a verdict 300 guineas, which was the full amount claimed 


by the plaintiff.
